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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants* arguments with repsect to claims 1-17 
are not persuasive. Applicants' arguments hinge on the interpretation that Chong, Jr. does not teach separate controllers that contain the 
elements shown in figure 5, and, accordingly, do not anticipate at least the independent claims. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner has interpreted the "first storage controller" to be control module #241 , switch #221 , cache #341 , and parity calculator #321 . 
Likewise the "second storage controller" contains the same respective elements on the right side of figure 5 of Chong, Jr. To further 
highlight examiner's position, applicants' figure 1 discloses all of the elements of Chong, Jr., but has a box drawn around them, calling 
them each "storage controllers." Anything that controls storage is a storage controller. The recited elements in Chong, Jr. control storage 
as claimed by applicants, and are, therefore, storage controllers. 
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
